Unique Fishmarket 
was worth more to 
town than this... 

The scheme to rebuild the heart of 
Northampton has been chosen and will 
go before a cabinet meeting next 
Wednesday for approval. 

There is a mixture of things being 
lined up for the site: some housing, 
some leisure, some coach bays, a bit of 
pedestrianising. 

It’s going to be called The Greyfriars 
Quarter. 

Despite me going into some detail 
about my own plan for a new castle in 
the middle of town, there appears to be 
no mention of it in the scheme outline. 

Instead we’ve got stacks of student 
accommodation, some retirement flats, 
some retail and a triangular entertain¬ 
ment hub that could be a cinema and 
bar, or could be a ‘family entertainment 
centre’. 

I don’t want to just go straight in with 
a knee-jerk criticism because people 
have thought about this, worked on it, 
been to meetings, chewed pencils and 
actually come up with something. 

But I can’t help thinking that some¬ 
times we are our own worst enemy in 
Northampton when it comes to attract¬ 
ing people to the town. 

Ten years ago there was a completely

unique arts centre in Northampton 
based in the old Fishmarket. 

To the best of my knowledge no other 
town or city had anything quite like it. 

It was not Tate Britain but you could go 
somewhere else to get Tate Britain. If 
you wanted to see art in the slightly 
gothic atmosphere of a re-purposed 
fishmarket you had to come to 
Northampton. 

It got bulldozed to make room for the 
inadequate bus station, which was relo¬ 
cated to make room for this homoge¬ 
nous remake of mixed leisure, retail and 
residential that you can find almost 
anywhere and you will soon be able to 
find in Northampton’s newly construct¬ 
ed Greyfriars Quarter.

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Mum of baby killed by dog falls

The pregnant mother of a six- 
month-old baby who was 
killed by an illegal dog was 
rushed to hospital by ambu¬ 
lance after arriving at court 
for sentencing on Friday. 

Claire Riley, 23, was due to 
be sentenced at Northampton 
Crown Court over the death 
of six-month-old Molly-Mae 


Wotherspoon, killed by an 
American pit bull at her home 
in Daventry in 2014. 

The mother, now of 
Southfields, Northampton, 
had admitted - along with the 
baby’s grandmother Susan 
Aucott, 55 - to owning a 
dangerously out of control 
dog and was due to be 


sentenced at 10.30am, but 
when she arrived - shielded 
by an umbrella - her family 
clashed with the media. 

After the scuffle with 
cameramen, Ms Riley then 
became ill in the courthouse, 
before being taken to hospital. 

The sentencing has now 
been moved to September 15. 


Town one of UK’s 
unhappiest areas

Northampton has been 
named one of the unhappiest 
places to live in the UK, 
according to a survey carried 
out by a property search 
website. 

A study by rightmove.co.uk, 
to determine the happiest of 
206 surveyed areas across 
Britain, has been published 
and ranks the town as 151st. 

But in the East Midlands, 
the town has been named the 
unhappiest - coming bottom 
out of 13 places, with 
Kettering coming ninth in 
this list and 132nd in the 
nationwide list. 

Almost 24,000 people took 
part in the study, called 
‘Happy at Home index’ - 
which asks residents to rank 
12 factors about their area. 

Some of the criteria includ¬ 
ed how friendly people are, 
how unsafe residents feel, 
whether they can be them¬ 
selves and have a sense of 
belonging. 


Northampton ranked 108th 
out of the 206 areas for com¬ 
munity spirit, 69th for ‘I often 
feel unsafe’ and 118th for 
‘earn enough to live comfort¬ 
ably’.

While sitting from the com¬ 
fort of your armchair in 
Northamptonshire a father 
and son adventure duo are 
inviting you to join them on 
a trip to the Arctic.

Greyfriars plan is 
chosen by council

The council has picked the scheme it wants 
for the site of the former Greyfriars bus sta¬ 
tion in Northampton town centre - which 
will now be put forward for final approval. 

Just a month after two development propos¬ 
als were revealed - both including a cinema, 
restaurants, hotel, apartments and a coach 
station - the council has opted for ‘Scheme 1’. 

A final decision will be made by the author¬ 
ity’s Cabinet at a meeting next Wednesday, 
where members will be asked to approve the 
plan and allow for a contract to be concluded 
so that the development can move ahead. 

Scheme 1, called ‘The Greyfriars Quarter’, 
includes a leisure hub consisting of either an 
eight-screen cinema with in-house bistro, or 
family entertainment centre with bowling 
and trampoline facilities 

It would also have six restaurants including 
Five Guys and Bella Italia, as well as a 110-bed 
hotel, a coach station with six bays and 217 car 
parking spaces. 

There would also be 150 residential flats, 200 
student apartments and 81 retirement apart¬ 
ments, as well as three retail kiosks and three 
commercial studios. 

Part of Greyfrairs road - opposite Lady’s 
Lane - would be pedestrianised, and there 
would be improved pedestrian links to the 
Market Square and Grosvenor Centre. 

The reason this plan has been chosen is that 
it is ‘felt to have a more viable leisure offer, to 
be of high-quality and have better links with 



the Grosvenor Centre and wider town centre’. 

Cllr Mary Markham, leader of the council, 
said: “We were impressed with both schemes 
but felt that this proposal would result in a 
particularly high quality development with 
great links to the Grosvenor Centre and 
through to the rest of the town. 

“This decision will be an important step for¬ 
ward in our ongoing regeneration of the town 
through the Northampton Alive programme, 
which is driving growth and progress.” 

However, on Facebook many people have 
spoken of their doubts over the scheme, with 
some saying it is ‘another failed Sol Central’. 

Simon Hoggarth said: “Doesn’t really sound 
that appealing. We already have Sol Central, 
which is dead. And the restaurants...surely 
they could use the many empty units in 
Abington Street?” 

Meanwhile Sally Fox said it will ‘kill what’s 
left of the town centre’, adding: “We don’t 
need another cinema.” 


Body found in river 


Girl dies in crash 


A body was discov¬ 
ered in a river near 
Northampton town 
centre over the Bank 
Holiday weekend.

They are now pre¬ 
paring a report for 
the coroner. 

Passers-by in the 
area last Saturday 
told the H&P there 
were several police 
cars at the scene - 
which was cordoned 
off - as well as a fire 
engine. 


A 15-year-old 
pedestrian who was 
involved in a fatal 
collision on the 
Welford Road, 
between Naseby and 
Welford in the 
north-west of 
Northamptonshire, 
some distance from 
the A14 overbridge, 
has died. 

On Tuesday, August

Pencil in Saturday, 
September 10, as the date 
Natwest T20 Blast winners 
Northants Steelbacks could 
be taking to Northampton 
town centre in an open top 
bus parade - to show 
off their new silver¬ 
ware. 

The Northants 
Herald and Post 
has been told by 
the cricket 
club’s chief 
executive, Ray 
Payne, the day of 
celebrations is 
likely to take place 
on this day after the 
idea was mooted to the 
club by the council last week. 

Confirming details of the 
plans, a spokesman for the 
Northampton Borough 


Council said: “We have invit¬ 
ed the Club to a civic recep¬ 
tion in the Guildhall and to 
parade the T20 trophy and we 
are planning this provision¬ 
ally for late morning/lunch¬ 
time on Saturday the 10th. 

“We are working out the 
details with the club and will 
release these in advance 
of the day.” 

The parade 
would come a 
month after the 
club lifted the 
trophy at 
Edgebaston 
after beating 
Durham Jets in 
the final - just 
three years after 
the club won the very 
same limited-over trophy. 
Speaking of his delight, the 
chief executive of Northants 
County Cricket Club, Mr 
Payne, said: “This has been 


absolutely marvellous for the 
club. 

“We are delighted that in 
this format we are the best in 
the country. 

“I think we have been very 
clear in terms of white ball 
success for this club. We set 
targets to make the T20 Finals 
Day and we achieved that and 
then we won it. 

“We also set targets for the 
Royal London 50, and we got 
the home fixture because we 
topped the group and we only 
lost the Quarter Final on the 
last ball of the game. So on 
that level, we have been very 
successful this year.” 

Next week’s bus parade 
would come three years after 
the club took to an open-top 
bus to celebrate a 
tremendous season in which 
they won the T20 trophy and 
sealed promotion to Division 
One.

Controversy is a cocktail 
mixed by a second rate bar¬ 
tender who always serves it in 
a tall glass with a small 
swanky umbrella and a cher¬ 
ry. The latest national anthem 
controversy cocktail let us 
call it the NACC has been 
served by US American 
Football player Colin 
Kaepernick for his refusal to

He is not alone in national 
anthem protests or what 
many would call ‘being disre¬ 
spectful to the national 
anthem’ in question. In Rio, 
Sir Bradley Wiggins stuck out 
his tongue at the end of God 
Save the Queen. At the 1984 
Olympics in Los Angeles, 
Decathlon winner Daley 
Thompson whistled during 
God Save the Queen. Labour 
leader, Jeremy Corbyn 
refused to join in singing the 
national anthem at a service 
to commemorate the Battle of 


Britain. 

The most powerful protest 
during a national anthem 
came at the Olympic Games 
in Mexico in 1968, 

During the medal ceremony 
African-American sprinters, 
Tommie Smith and John 
Carlos who had won the gold 
and bronze medals respec¬ 
tively in the 200m raised a 
black-gloved fist and kept 
them raised until ‘The Star 
Spangled banner’ had fin¬ 
ished. They were thrown out 
of the Games for making a 
political statement at the 
games. In 2013, the official 
IOC website stated on the 
Smith and Carlos incident 
that “Over and above win¬ 
ning medals, the black 
American athletes made 
names for themselves by an 
act of racial protest.” 

One man’s bravery is anoth¬ 
er man’s cowardice and not 
singing along is truly the 
cocktail of controversy.

It is all systems go for two 
new schools in Northampton 
which will open their doors 
to pupils on Monday. 

Wootton Park School will 
welcome its first reception 
and Year 7 (11 year olds) 
classes and the Northampton 
International Academy 35-40 
primary and 170 secondary 
school students. 

Wootton Park School is 
based at Wootton Hall Park - 
the headquarters of 
Northamptonshire Police. 

It will operate in temporary 
buildings while the force 
continues to operate on their 
part of the site until their 
relocation is complete. 

The school will be saying 
hello to 60 reception pupils 
and 120 Year 7s and this will 
continue at the same rate for 
the next seven years until the 
school is full. 

Among the facilities there 
will be a specialist science 
lab, IT suite, a breakfast club 
and after school clubs.

The North¬ 
ampton International 
Academy will also be based in 
temporary accommodation 
in Barrack Road, 
Northampton. 

It is hoped by this time next 
year the former Royal Mail 
sorting office will be trans¬ 
formed and open to use as the 
academy’s permanent home.

CCTV footage of missing teenage girl released 


New CCTV footage 
showing missing 
15-year-old Veronica 
Sbircea on the day she 
was last seen since 
going missing from her 
Kettering home over a 
month ago has been 
released by police. 

The footage - released

- shows Veronica at 
around 5.15pm on 


Thursday, July 28, 
walking down Brighton 
Terrace in Brixton, 

South London, holding 
hands with a man. 

Detective Inspector 
Stuart Hitchon, one of a 
team of detectives 
working to locate her, 
said: “We’ve released 
some additional CCTV 
footage in the hope that 
it may trigger some¬ 


one’s memory of seeing 
her. Or that Veronica 
herself may see it and 
make contact with us. 

“It has been over a 
month since any sight¬ 
ings of her or any social 
media contact by her, 
which is very concern¬ 
ing. We desperately 
need to establish her 
whereabouts and 
ensure she is safe.” 


Despite efforts by 
officers to trace the 
missing teenager, 
including work at the 
Notting Hill Carnival, she 
was not seen at the 
event over the weekend. 

Veronica left her home 
on the evening of 
Thursday, July 21, but is 
now believed to be in 
south London. She is 
originally from London. 


Day care centres 
could close down

Two day care centres in the 
county for people with 
dementia - including one in 
Northampton and another 
near Daventry - could be 
closed as the cash-strapped 
county council looks to cut 
£440,000 from its budget. 

Councillors will discuss a 
proposed review of day 
centre services at a cabinet 
meeting on September 6, 
which could see Drayton 
Centre in Kingsthorpe and 
Stephenson Court in Kilsby 
close. 

Cabinet members will be 
asked to agree to hold a four- 
week consultation on the 
review, which would include 
one-to-one or family 
meetings with all day centre 
users and staff. 

There are currently 34 


people who use the Drayton 
Centre and 16 users at 
Stephenson Court - both of 
which are run by Olympus 
Care Services - and if they 
close, the council says alter¬ 
native support services 
would be found for them. 

Cabinet member for 
adult social care Cllr Bill 
Parker said: “People in 
Northamptonshire 
will know by now 
that as a county we 
are facing reduced 
funding from central 
government and 
rising demand for our 
services, and that means 
we have some difficult 
decisions to make. 

“While we understand that 
a decision to close these two 
centres may not be popular, it 
is also fair to say that the 
move to personal budgets, 
which allows our adult social 
care clients to decide what 


services they require for 
themselves, means day cen¬ 
tres are not as well used as 
they used to be. 

“I would like to reassure 
people that there will be no 
reduction in the level of 
service they receive and 
if a decision is made 
to close the two 
centres, we will 
identify other 
day centres 
they can use in 
their local area. 
“We will fully 
support those 
people who 
currently use the 
day centres throughout 
this period of consultation 
and through any changes 
that arise as a result.” 

The review will be 
discussed again by Cabinet 
later this year when a final 
decision on the future of the 
two centres will be made. 



Labour party fails to submit leadership nomination 


The Northampton Labour 
party has admitted it failed to 
submit its leadership 
nomination to the national 
party headquarters - because 
‘nobody was asked’ to do it. 

Members of the party, from 
Northampton north and 
south constituencies, met 


earlier this month to 
nominate who they want to 
be the next leader of the 
national party. 

Jeremy Corbyn received the 
most votes (72) compared to 
Owen Smith’s 13, and these 
details were supposed to be 
sent to HQ - but it is claimed 


‘no one was told’ to do so. 

Although the members’ 
nominations do not count 
towards the real vote - as they 
will vote in a secret ballot for 
this - it is said these 
nominations give an 
indicator as to who is leading 
the race.

Record-breaking

There are moments in your 
life, especially if you are a 
well known celebrity, that 
the time arrives when your 
children find out you are 
something more than just 
their mum or dad. 

This happened to Jimmy 
Osmond when he was in 
London and his daughter, 
who at the time was five 
years old, found out that 
Jimmy was more than just 
‘daddy’. 

She was in a shop and 
came back to him carrying a 
Guinness Book of Records in 
her hand pointing to a 
picture saying ‘Is this you 
daddy?’. 

Jimmy looked at the page 
and indeed there was a 
picture of ‘Little Jimmy 
Osmond’ who was a record- 
breaker for being the young¬ 
est person to have ever had a 
number one single in the 
UK. 

He achieved this feat in 
1972 when he was nine years 
and eight months and saw 
his single, Long Haired 
Lover from Liverpool, go to 
number one at the height of 


‘Osmondmania’. Even look¬ 
ing back at this achievement 
now at the age of 53, Jimmy 
is amazed he still holds this 
record 44 years later. 

He admitted it was ‘cool’ to 
still hold the accolade and 
even today when he goes 
into book shops he does 
sneak a look at a 
Guinness Book of 
Records to look at 
his feat. 

Looking back at 
Osmondmania in 
the 1970s, Jimmy 
said: “It was such 
a wild ride. 

“I thought every 
kid did what we did as 
it all looked so normal for 
me when growing up. 

“I had a real family who 
helped keep my feet on the 
ground and I still had to put 
the trash out even with all 
the hit records I had 
achieved with the group. 

“There were so many highs 
as it was such a crazy time. 

“I would not give up a day 
of it. 

“I remember being trapped 
in the Churchill Hotel in 
London with the Jackson 
Five and outside the hotel 


there were 5,000 girls 
screaming. 

“We (The Osmonds) ended 
up playing football in the 
corridor with the Jackson 
Five and then eating pizza. 

“We were never in show- 
business to be famous as 
when we started we 
were all part of a 
troop of enter¬ 
tainers who 
appeared on the 
Andy Williams 
Show.” 

Speaking to 
celebrities can 
bring with it a 
whole bag of 
issues. 

It depends what they 
want to talk about, what 
answers they give to your 
questions and what mood 
they are in on the day you 
call them. 

But the one thing I can 
honestly say about Jimmy 
was he was a delight to talk 
to.

Real trainer v’s 
virtual coach... 


Steve Scoles tries out a 
virtual training session 
against a live coach on 
Trilogy Gym’s bikes... 

I have finally given the bike studio a prop¬ 
er try out at Trilogy’s Cripps Gym at 
Northampton Hospital. 

It’s a darkened room with a small cinema 
screen at one end and a little intimidating 
the first time you go in. 

On the screen you may be confronted by 
a serious looking racing cyclist, grimacing 
as he leads you through a virtual workout. 
It might be displaying a stretch of road 
from locations around the world that you 
can ‘ride’ along or it might just be display¬ 
ing the time of the next session. 

And dotted around in the half-light from 
the doorway are the aggressive looking 
cycle machines - much more streamlined 
and spacey than your average gym bike. 

You can adjust the seat up and down and 
back and forward, and the handlebars 
(which include aero rods for when you 
really want to get your head down and 
pedal hard) can also be positioned to suit 
you. There is plenty of room to sling a 
towel or your water bottle. 

There is a dial on the crossbar which 
controls the resistance to your pedalling. 

It is worth getting one of the staff to run 
you through the set up although it is intui¬ 
tive enough so you could get on and start 
pedalling. 

I was a little bit nervous about it. I do like 
my cycling but out on the roads and trails 
you can choose your pace. In a studio the 
whole point is to take you to your sweaty 
place and keep you there until it has done 
some good. 

I was also going to compare a virtual 
session to one led by a real instructor. I 
took the virtual session first. 

Booking for this was not a problem 
because the virtual classes do not fill up - 
in fact I was the only rider after work on a 
Thursday - but the ‘live’ classes do so 
make sure you phone first. 

On screen I was greeted by scenes from 
famous cycling routes in America, there 
was something that looked southern, 



something that ran along the east coast 
and then it switched up to a section in 
France that often features in the tour. 

A virtual coach talks you through it with 
motivating charm. When you get to an 
incline you have to crank the resistance 
dial up to reflect the harder pedalling. You 
are also told how many revolutions per 
minute you should be pedalling at. 

My knock knees kept hitting the dial and 
reducing the resistance (honest) but after 
about half an hour I was streaming so 
much sweat I felt like I had done enough. 

The scenery was an interesting diversion 
but after a while you stop noticing it and 
concentrate on the effort. I sneaked off 
before the session had finished. 

The live class, led by Steve (with a history 
of endurance mountain biking) was a 
completely different matter. 

It was to music and involved the same 
mix of tough pedalling and easier pedal¬ 
ling to take your heart rate up and then 
ease it off. 

When you take the warm up, warm down 
and the stretch into account you are still 
doing about half an hour of actual work 
but there was no sneaking off. 

To be honest, Steve told us we should 
ease off if we felt we had found our limit or 
just needed to get some water but human 
nature being what it is you don’t. 

My advice would be to go for the live 
classes but don’t worry if you can’t get in, 
the virtual ride is an interesting alterna¬ 
tive and worth doing. For more informa¬

Benches next to a fountain in 
Northampton town centre - 
which were removed by the 
council for refurbishment - may 
never return, the local authority 
has admitted. 

Several weeks ago, Northampton 
Borough Council removed the 
seating next to the water feature 
in Market Square for restoring.

“It was an incredible crazy 
time and I know all genera¬ 
tions say theirs was the best 
but at that time we as a nation 
were more confident and this 
continued through the 1960s 
which encapsulated design 
and clothes as well as music.” 

Appearing on shows like Oh 
Boy! which went out live on 
ATV, it conditioned Marty 
into becoming a perfection¬ 
ist. 

He likened appearing on 


live television as being like 
Lewis Hamilton driving his 
FI car. He said: “When you 
do this you cannot make 
many if any mistakes. 

“You have got to get it right, 
you have to concentrate and 
you have to have a level of 
confidence in what you are 
doing.”

Lineker's 


AFTER Gary Lineker’s former 
club Leicester City won the 
Premier League the 55-year-old 
fulfilled his promise to present 
the first Match of the Day of the 
new season in just his 
underpants. 

Critics of Lineker on Twitter 
wondered if the ‘undies’ he had 
promised to wear were in fact 
football shorts and that he only 
appeared in pants during the 
early minutes of the studio 
discussion, later donning more 
modest attire. 

Lineker enjoyed an illustrious 
career in football before he took 
to television. This included 
stints first at Leicester City then 
Everton, Barcelona and 
Tottenham Hotspur.

P ink Floyd may still 
be going strong after 
52 years but without 
the talents of 
keyboardist Rick 
Wright, who died from lung 
cancer in 2008 aged 65, some 
believe the band will never be 
the same. 

At the time of his death his 
fellow bandmates David 
Gilmour and Nick Mason paid 
tribute to his abilities, saying 
Wright’s keyboard playing 
“was the sound that knitted it 
all together”. 

But Wright was the least 
known of this global 
super-group, whose albums 
such as The Dark Side of the 
Moon and The Final Cut are 
still popular today. He was 
studious and quiet but was 
also the most accomplished 
musician of the group and 
contributed both his keyboard 
and arranging skills for 
several famous Pink Floyd 
tracks including Shine On You 
Crazy Diamond. 

Wright left the band in 1979, 
rejoining as a session 
musician in 1985 and then full 
time again in 1994, co-writing 
five songs for the album The 
Division Bell. 

During his later life, after 
his third marriage, Wright 
bought a house in France 
where he established a 
recording studio where, and at 
the time of his death, he was 
working on a new solo project. 

That house, in the Provencal 
village of Le Rouret 15 miles 
from Nice on the Cote d’Azur, 
is now for sale. It’s a 
five-bedroom former olive 
press with 1.3 acres of private 
gardens and grounds, a pool, 
garage for three cars and 
features heavy doors, large 



fireplaces and original stone 
work throughout. 

Wright extended the house 
with an annexe and built a 
room by the pool that he used 
as a studio, where he recorded 


his solo album Broken China. 

“The house has welcomed 
many musical legends as 
guests over the years and it 
was a very special place for 
Wright and his family, a 
treasured haven with many 
happy memories and a place to 
escape the world,” says 
Hamish Hamilton of 
MJQ.co.uk, which is selling 
the property. 

“It’s now time for a new 
owner to experience the 
tranquility and joy of this 
special place.”

IF THE late film director and 
actor Richard Attenborough is 
remembered for one film, it may 
be his 1963 World War II caper 
The Great Escape in which he 
starred alongside Steve 
McQueen and a host of other 
Hollywood A-listers. 

Set within a German PoW 
camp, it followed the true story 
of the prisoners’ attempts to 
break out and and made an 
international star of 
Attenborough. 

But he clearly liked to make 
an escape from the movie 
industry too. As well as a villa in 
Provence he also owned 
Rhubodach, a 1,700-acre estate on 
the Scottish island of Bute which 
he bought in 1988 after “falling 
in love” with the house and land. 

“My wife Sheila and I knew 
almost immediately that this 
was somewhere we wanted to 
live; the awesome peace and 
expansive beauty totally 
captivated us,” the actor wrote 
in 2013. 

Attenborough died in 2014 but 
three years before that he sold 


Rhubodach for £1.48 million as 
the health of both he and his 
wife deteriorated. 

The property is now up for 
sale again but in two lots for a 
total of £855,000. The first 
includes a two-bedroom cottage, 
48 acres of woodland, 
three-bedroom farmhouse while 
the second includes a 
three-bedroom cottage with 


views over the Kyles of Bute.

Nissan Navara’s eco leap 



BY IAN JOHNSON 

THAT tough guy of the Nissan 
range, the Navara pick-up, has 
become more powerful and more 
eco-friendly. 

Already the holder of the 
International Pick-up Award 2016, 
and renowned for its tough 
attitude and robust performance, 
the entire range has now 
switched to a more advanced and 
eco-friendly Euro 6 engine. 

The upgrade covers both the 
190ps twin-turbo and 160ps 
single turbo versions of the 
Navara’s 2.3-litre dCi diesel 
engine. 

It makes a significant difference 
to the pick-up’s environmental 
performance - a vital considera¬ 
tion for buyers since it affects 
running costs. C02 emissions 
now start from as low as 159g/ 
km, a reduction of 8g/km on the 
predecessor Euro 5 engine. 

It’s an enhancement which 
makes the Nissan Navara the best 
in its class. Fuel consumption on 
the official combined cycle has 
improved to 46.3mpg, up by 
1.4mpg. The Nissan Navara Euro 
6 also benefits from a reduction 
in oxides of nitrogen (NOx) 
thanks to the addition of a 
Selective Catalytic Reduction 
(SCR) system. 


An AdBlue tank has been fitted 
to the Navara, with a filler flap on 
the opposite side of the vehicle to 
the diesel tank to avoid confu¬ 
sion. The tank can be filled from 
bottles or pumps, for maximum 
flexibility for the user. It will hold 
17 litres of liquid, allowing up to 
7,150 miles between refills. 

Driver assistance messages 
relating to the AdBlue system 
have been integrated into the 
Navara’s colour LCD combimeter, 
the central information screen 
set between the two main dials. 

A number of other enhance¬ 
ments have been made to the 
Navara’s specification including 
an Idle-Stop System (ISS) for 


reduced fuel consumption which 
is now standard on all manual 
models. 

The Navara range now comes 
with cruise control with speed 
limiter, Bluetooth hands-free 
audio and multi-function 
controls on the steering wheel. 

Available in Double Cab and 
King Cab body styles, the new 
Nissan Navara is a heavy duty 
one-tonne pick-up that’s built to 
tackle all terrains.

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Fiat Panda 1.2 Easy 

Take a look inside... 


BY IAN DONALDSON 

MOST car reports feature 
photos of cars cleaned and 
buffed to a showroom shine. 
They simply look better that 
way, the snappers think. 

Well not this time. The well 
used little Fiat Panda you see 
here in all its dusty glory, spent 
eight days transporting myself 
and the navigator-in-chief around 
northern Italy on holiday. 

That was the penalty for 
choosing a hotel so out of the 
way (a little south of the delight¬ 
ful hilltop town of Arezzo on the 
Tuscan border) that was only 
reachable via an unpaved road 
passing between fields of grazing 
goats and tobacco, maize and 
sunflowers. 

And yes, our Panda was an 
airport rental. With approach¬ 
ing 10,000 kms on the clock at 
handover, our small family Fiat 
felt factory fresh and looked in 
decent shape for a rental. 

Dipping into Italian towns built 
centuries ago with streets wide 
enough for the odd peasant cart, 
it soon becomes obvious why 
you still see so many of the new 
Fiat 500’s inspiration from the 
1950s; they are simply tiny and 
use these hold-your-tummy-in 
streets as though they were 
main roads. The Panda fitted 
pretty well too. Spacious enough 


for four, and with a boot to 
match, it never felt too big for 
comfort. Could have done with 
more power, though. 

You can buy the same 1.2-litre 
petrol engine in your UK Panda, 
but I wouldn’t, even at less than 
£ 10,000 for an entry level 
version. Go for the fresher- 
engined twin-cylindered 875cc 
model instead, with a little turbo 
to boost low speed punch. 

It will cost you more and might 
not even match the 49mpg 
recorded on our Panda, if driven 
with enthusiasm, but you won’t 
be using first gear and full throt¬ 
tle on properly alpine hairpins 
and it will pass ambling trucks on 
the motorway without a change 
down to third. 

Otherwise, the Panda was a 
delight. It steered with pleas¬ 
ant precision and the leather 
wrapped steering wheel was 
good to hold - not always the 
case - and it rode most of Italy’s 
road with firm assurance. 

Some of the country’s 
non-toll dual carriageways are so 
dreadfully patched and potholed 
that nothing on wheels would 
smooth the way, but the Fiat did 
its best. Ditto the air con, which 
tried valiantly to cool us when 
the dash showed 35C outside 
but really only coped with 25C 
so a British summer in not going 
to be a problem.

THE new DS range has proved a winner as an 
up-market choice for people looking for a 
stylish, modern standout motor. And the small, 
three-door entry-level DS 3 Chic will be the 
choice of many who are tempted to opt for 
French flair and value for money when it comes 
to a new registration vehicle. The base DS 3 
Chic comes with the latest 1.2-litre PureTech 
three-cylinder petrol engine which produces 
82bhp, but that doesn’t mean to say it lacks 
torquey pulling power plus the bonus of great 
fuel economy and a refined drive. Gearing 
comes from a slick, five-speed manual change 
and it is ideal for town, country and motorway 
trips and Citroen claim that on a combined run 
you should get around 62mpg from the Chic. 
Top speed is rated at 108mph with a 0-62mph 
acceleration time of 12.3 seconds and with low 
a low C02 rating of just 107 g/km road tax is 
low. Outside features include the new DS 3 
stylish front grille, slim headlights, 16-inch 
alloys, chrome exhaust tailpipe, chrome door 
handles and side rubbing strips plus 3D LED 
rear lights. This may be the base model but the 
new DS 3 Chic doesn’t lack high end equipment 
and driving aids. It comes with air con, cruise 
control, variable assistance power steering,

KIA GOES HYBRID WITH OPTIMA PHEV By: Stewart Smith 



HYBRIDS are all the rage at the moment and Kia has announced its first venture into the sector with the introduction of its 
Optima plug-in hybrid saloon with goes on sale in September. Kia says the Optima PHEV has a range of up to 33 miles in 
all-electric mode and is able to complete many regular urban commuter runs with no tailpipe emissions, while its C02 figure 
comes in at just 37g/km. 

It is powered by 154bhp 2.0-litre direct injection petrol engine with a 67bhp electric motor powered by a lithium-ion polymer 
battery pack and priced at £31,495 after the Government’s £2,500 plug-in car grant. The power set-up is enhanced with a 
new package of aerodynamic, styling and technology features giving potential fuel economy of up to 176.6mpg. The most 
significant aerodynamic change is an active air flap grille which lowers the car’s drag co-efficient to 0.25 when closed. This 
results in excellent performance and range for a D-segment car: up to 33 miles of pure-electric driving at speeds as high as 
75mph, with 0-60mph acceleration in 9.1 seconds in hybrid mode. The switch between electric and hybrid driving is seamless, 
while the electric motor’s 205Nm of torque from standstill ensures rapid acceleration and instantaneous response to the throttle 
pedal. The Optima PHEV also features 17-inch alloy wheels, LED daytime running lights and headlights, four-way powered 
lumbar adjustment on the driver’s side, front and rear parking sensors, a reversing camera integrated into the navigation screen, 
dual-zone automatic air conditioning, a leather-trimmed steering wheel and gear shift, steering wheel mounted controls, all¬ 
round electric windows, cruise control with a speed limiter, remote central locking and an electronic parking brake. Already 
a smart looking saloon, distinguishing features of the PHEV are blue-tinted headlights and chrome enhancements with a 
metallic blue finish on the lower front air grille, the “tiger-nose” main grille and the side sills. There are ECOplug-in badges 
on the front wings, while the recharging port for the batteries is housed in the left front wing. 


FORD MUSTANG TOPS SPORTS COUPE SALES BY: STEWART SMITH 

THE first right hand drive Ford Mustang is proving a big hit in the UK, topping the high- 
performance sports coupe sales charts after just a few months on sale. Since Ford UK started 
taking orders last year, Mustang has topped 4,000 sales to date, with total 2016 registrations at 
2,317, so far. This puts the Mustang comfortably at the top of the table against rivals, the closest 
being the Jaguar F-Type with 1,446 and outselling the likes of the Mercedes SF, Porsche 911 
and Audi TT in the sporting coupe sector. The current split in sales across models shows that 
70 per cent of customers went for the 5.0-litre V8 engine, with the remaining 30 per cent 
favouring the 2.3-litre EcoBoost. Total customer orders for the Ford Mustang in Europe now 
stand at more than 19,500 since the car was launched in the third quarter of 2015. Since June 
this year, all Mustang models have been fitted with a new SYNC 3 infotainment system as 
standard, offering a redesigned eight-inch touchscreen and faster performance, and the ability 
for drivers to control their connected smartphones, audio, navigation, and climate functions 
with more conversational voice commands.

From launch, two new petrol powertrains will be available, alongside the PureTech 130 S&S six-speed manual, recently 
awarded the Engine of the Year title for the second consecutive year. 

The PureTech 130 S&S EAT6 automatic will be available on the Feel and Flair versions, whilst the PureTech 110 S&S 6 
speed manual will be available on the New C4 Picasso Touch edition. 

Prices for new C4 Picasso start from £19,635 and from £21,935 for the Grand C4 Picasso with the range topping out at almost 
£30,000 for the seven-seater with a diesel automatic powertrain -increases of between five and 10 per cent over the current 
models.

Northampton Saints welcome 
Bath to Franklin’s Gardens to 
kick off the new Premiership 
campaign, and despite a summer 
of upheaval at The Rec, Jim 
Mallinder doesn’t believe the 
West Country side’s preparations 
will have been adversely affect. 

Bath replaced Director of Rugby 
Mike Ford following a lowly ninth 
place finish last season, with his 
replacement Todd Blackadder 
only joining the club at the start of 
August. 

Mallinder is unsure on how 
much impact Blackadder will 
have been able to have in his short 
time in charge so far, but 
described Saturday’s opponents 
as well organised and a massive 
threat. 

“By the looks of pre-season 
they’re looking pretty good and 
are well organised,” he said. “I 
don’t know exactly how much 
impact he’s had, he’s only been in 
a short space of time but they do 
have good coaches that have been 
around the last few years that 
have been doing most of the work. 

“Watching their games, they’re 
well organised, big physical pack, 
very good in the set piece and 
behind. 

“We know their players, their 
exciting, lots of young English tal¬ 
ent so they’re going to pose some 
massive threats for us. 

“In the past we’ve always 
enjoyed having our first game at 
home, gives you hopefully a better 
chance of getting off to a flying 
start and everybody does want to 
win to start the season.” 

Christian Day and Tom 
Stevenson are out of the season 
opener following injuries picked 
up in pre-season, whilst JJ 
Hanrahan will also miss 
Saturday’s clash having picked up 
an injury in training. 

Teimana Harrison didn’t feature 
at Ulster, but Mallinder con¬ 
firmed that was a precaution, 
whilst George North is also back 
in full training following the 
hamstring injury he sustained for 
Wales in the summer, and is in 
contention for Saturday. 

“They’ll [Day and Stevenson] be 
out for a few more weeks, unfortu¬ 


nately JJ hurt his ankle, he did 
that last week so he’ll be out for a 
few weeks. 

“Teimana had a slight niggle 
from training so we left him out as 
a precaution but he’ll be fit and 
fearing to go. 

“George [North] has been back 
training with the team for the last 
week or so, we’ve got to decide if 
it’s the right thing to put him back 
in this weekend, clearly he hasn’t 
played any of the pre-season 
matches, but he’s up and running 
and certainly in contention for 
the weekend.” 

Louis Picamoles is set to make 
his Saints debut on Saturday, and 
Mallinder has tipped the French 
number eight to have a massive 
impact, whilst he is still looking to 
add some further depth to the 
squad. 

“He’s going to be great for us, 
we’ve had him here for a long 
time, most of pre-season, he 
seems to have settled in really 
well, the French game is slightly 
different but I think he’ll enjoy 
playing in the Premiership and 
I’m hoping for a massive impact. 

“We’ve got some good options in 
certain positions, we’re still look¬ 
ing for a bit of strength in depth, 
generally we’re pretty happy but 
as the season progresses we’ll 
start losing players to England 
and injuries so what we do need is 
a big and strong enough squad.” 

Mallinder said Northampton 
Saints are targeting a return to 
the top four of the Aviva 
Premiership this season, but 
admitted he doesn’t know what to 
expect from the rest of the divi¬ 
sion as the new campaign gets 
underway on Saturday. 

Saints finished fifth last year, 
the first time since 2009 they’d 
failed to qualify for the end of sea¬ 
son shootout, and the Director or 
Rugby knows that the expectation 
at a club like Saints are to be chal¬ 
lenging for trophies. 

Whilst Saracens go into the new 
campaign as favourites following 
their domestic and European 
double, Mallinder believes the 
rest of the competition is as open 
as ever, and said he’s isn’t sure 
how the competition will shape 
up. 

“Without a doubt, we want to 
win things, that’s why we’re here 
for,” he said when asked about 
Saints top four aspirations. “We 
are a top club and the pressure

and expectation is on top clubs to 
do that so that’s what we want to 
do, but until you play that first 
game you don’t know where you’re 
at. 

“You see people’s predictions, 
Sarries clearly will be out there in 
front as favourites and have the 
right to that winning a fantastic 
double but then after that there’s 
lots of teams who will be fighting 
and competing as well, we don’t 
know how it’s going to go. 

“All the sides are getting strong¬ 
er, Bristol are coming up and will 
be competitive, playing them on 
their first home game [next 
Sunday] is going to be a massive 
challenge. 

“All teams are competitive and 
there’s so many teams that are 
pushing for that top four, top six 
spot it’s not a case of four teams 
will automatically go through to 
the play-off, so I’m enthused, I 
think the coaches are and the 
players seem up for it, should be 
exciting.” 

Unlike 12 months ago, when the 
World Cup hampered prepara¬ 


tions, Mallinder has been able to 
keep his entire squad together 
during pre-season, and despite 
defeats at Ulster and Castres, is 
confident they are in a better 
place to start the new campaign. 

“Last year with the World Cup 
we didn’t manage to get away so 
wasn’t quite the pre-season we 
wanted but this year we could 
take all the squad, the England 
lads came out a day or two later 
but they got out to join us and you 
can spend lots of time together 
and that’s good for the group. 

“Obviously the results haven’t 
been fantastic but we’ve learnt 
from good rugby lessons from 
playing some good teams, you 
would like to win every game and 
win well but you don’t always 
learn your lessons by doing that, 
so we’ve done right testing our¬ 
selves. 

“We know that on our day we 
can be a good team, but we also 
know that if we go in with not the 
right mentality, frame of mind 
then as in first half at Ulster we’ll 
get beaten.”

ROB Page apologised to the fans 
who saw his side crash to defeat 
in midweek against League Two 
side Wycombe Wanderers.

and some were made to rest play¬ 
ers who’ve played a lot of games. 

“That gave some of these players 
the chance to go out and prove 
that I’ve got decisions to make on 
Sunday, and I didn’t quite get that 
from them.” 

The manager added that he

Northampton continued their frustrating 
starting to the season with a sixth straight 
League 1 draw ensuring transfer deadline 
day will be a busy one for boss Rob Page. 
Man Utd Cup fever is in full swing after 
the EFL Cup pairing with the Premier 
League giants but Saturday’s 1-1 draw at 
Coventry City gave Town fans the sweats. 

Cobblers just aren’t creating enough 
going forwards, despite a bulging attack¬ 
ing midfield roster and fans are calling on 
chairman Kelvin Thomas to ‘splash the 
cash’ and bring in a proven goalscorer. 

Football fans are always good at spend¬ 
ing the club’s money and given the trans¬ 
fer fee received for hotshot Ricky Holmes 
and the Man Utd money, the feeling is 
that it’s time to invest in a marquee sign¬ 
ing. 

The ghost of Ricky Holmes will linger for 
a while and his game changing ability was 
certainly missing at the Ricoh Arena. Fair 
enough midfielder Harry Beautyman 
started and finished Town’s opener at 
Coventry with a superb take on the spin 
followed by a cute side foot finish but that 
was that for Northampton as an attacking 
threat. The Sky Blues used the width of 
the pitch better and earned a deserved 
equaliser via Marcus Tudgay on the hour 
mark. Tudgay headed home a lovely cross 
from the exciting Jodi Jones leaving Town 
staring down the barrel of another draw. 

Northampton seem to be suffering from 
Stuart Gray syndrome in his final season 
at Sixfields. Sometimes its better to specu¬ 
late to accumulate and sign one decent 
player than several average ones. If you 
asked the massed ranks of the shoe army 
in the Ricoh seats whether they’d swap 
the majority of Cobblers’ many midfield¬ 
ers for Ricky Holmes, the answer would 
probably be yes. The only exception is 
fans’ favourite John-Joe O’Toole but its 
difficult to know how long he’ll remain 
happy with Cobblers such a blunt offen¬ 
sive force. 

Again the worry with loan signings like 
the hit and miss Kenji Gorre is with long 
term progression. The Swansea loanee 
winger is due to return to Wales in 
January giving his acquisition a stop-gap 
feeling. After Saturday’s performance of 
wayward crossing some fans would drive 
him back to the Liberty Stadium now, 
adding to Rob Page’s continuing selection 
headache. 

Yet, the League Cup tie with Mourinho’s 
men on 21st September at Sixfields means 
there is plenty to be positive about. 
Northampton look two or three players 
away from a capable side. If they can 
make the right additions by the time the 
transfer windows slams shut then MK 
Dons should be in for a hell of a televised 
local grudge match this Sunday.

Moulton College are pleased to announce that they are now 
able to offer gas safety Accredited Certification Scheme (ACS) 
training and assessment in the newly refurbished Gas Assess¬ 
ment Centre at Moulton Campus. This is in part due to the 
work of the new Construction Services to Business Manager, 
Ian Dixon. 


The ACS gas scheme is the industry 
recognised and accepted route for 
operatives to gain a certificate of com¬ 
petence, needed to become a member 
of the Gas Safe Register. The primary 
function is to ensure that individuals 
are assessed against a set of national 
criteria. It is a legal requirement for 
anyone carrying out gas work in the 
UK to be registered with the Gas Safe 
Register. 

The centre is now ready to start offering 
training and assessment for qualified 
plumbers wanting to start as Gas Safe 
installers as well as experienced gas 
engineers needing to renew their qual¬ 
ifications for both natural gas and LPG. 


The assessments relate to gas safety 
systems and equipment and provide 
the knowledge and understanding 
required to install, inspect and service 
system and equipment
